quite so severely 
In this respect as 
New York.

denvor to support them. Many of the load 
ing men of the race have devoted 
a great

elbly presented to them, hut w ithout find 
ing any ixdter solution than that afforded 
by a continuance of their charitable 
work 
on lines that would tendtom nko the bene­ 
ficiaries eventually self supporting. 
The 
Rev. 
Dr. J oseph Krauskopf, 
however, 
thinks he has hit upon a solution different 
from fids. Ho is the rahhi of the reformed 
Congregation Keneseth Israel at I’hiladel 
phia, and his plan is to appeal to the Rus 
sian g overnment to stop exiling the J ews 
and penult them to settle in the more 
sparsely jxipulated districts in central Rus 
sia, where lie thinks they would lxntblo to 
take care of themselves. 
Dr. Krauskopf thinks the wealthy J ew s 
of the world would be quite w illing to 
bear all the expenses Incident to such col­ 
onization, ami that they would find It 
vastily cheaper and more effectual than the 
present eleemosynary methods, of which 
but little permanent good can be expected 
Some of the m ost prominent merchants 
and bankers of his raoe indorse the project, 
though they fully realize the difficulties 
attendant upon such an effort to secure a 
reversal of the czar's governm ental policy 
One of the very first difficulties to I** 
overcome Is to make It jxissible for I)r. 
Krauskopf to visit Russia so that he can 
lay his plan Itefore the proper authorities 
there. Under present conditions ho may not 
even set his f« x» t across the Russian fron­ 
tier, for it is the law that no foreign J ew 
shall l>e perm itted to enter the country. 
With the aid of passjiorts and letters of 
introduction from officials and other In­ 
fluential people the doctor hoi*-« to sur 
mount tills obstacle, and lie has already ob 
tained letters to a number of em inent Rus 
sian officials which oug ht to bo of great 
service to him if ho succeeds in g aining 
access to them. 
Ho is evidently not very 
hopeful of success, but seems fully deter 
mined not to fall for w ant of trying .
